sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  pa  its  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 
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(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or

Male  Minimum  Wage  Order  No.  1  (1947). 


Logging  Industry. 

URSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Male 
Minimum  Wage  Act,”  the  Board  of  In¬ 
dustrial  Relations  hereby  orders: — 

1.  That  for  the  purposes  of  this  Order  the 
expression  “  logging  industry  ”  means  all 
operations  in  or  incidental  to  the  carrying-on 
of  logging;  pole,  tie,  shingle-bolt,  mining-prop, 
and  pile  cutting;  and  all  operations  in  or  in¬ 
cidental  to  hauling,  driving,  burning,  rafting, 
and  booming  of  logs,  poles,  ties,  shingle-bolts, 
mining-props,  and  piles. 

2.  That  this  Order  shall  apply  to  every  em¬ 
ployer  and  every  male  employee  in  the  logging 
industry  except: — 

(a.)  Employees  covered  by  another  Order 
of  the  Board  specifically  defining  their 
work : 


(b.)  Watchmen  or  caretakers  employed  in 
logging  camps  in  which  operations  are 
suspended. 

3.  That  every  employer  shall  pay  to  each  of 
his  employees  a  wage  not  less  than  the  mir  i- 
mum  wage  prescribed  for  such  employees  in 
clause  (a),  (b) ,  (c),  or  (d)  of  this  section. 

(a.)  60  cents  per  hour,  except  to  employee; 
specified  in  clause  (b) ,  (c),  or  (d)  of 
this  section. 

(b.)  $2  per  cord,  according  to  the  official 
scale  of  measurement;  and  such  rate 
or  price  shall  be  paid  pro  rata,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  hours  worked,  to  each 
and  every  person  so  engaged  under  a 
contract  or  agreement  for  making 
shingle-bolts — that  is,  felling,  bucking, 
splitting,  and  piling. 

( c .)  Employees  classified  under  section  6  of 
the  “  Male  Minimum  Wage  Act  ”  in  re¬ 
spect  of  whom  permits  in  writing  have 
been  issued  by  the  Board: — 

The  wage  or  rate  of  pay  prescribed 
in  the  permit. 

(d.)  Employees  working  in  excess  of  8  hours 
in  the  day  or  44  in  the  week: — 

Time  and  one-half  of  the  employee’s 
regular  rate  of  pay  for  all  hours 
worked  in  excess  of  8  in  the  day  or  44 
in  the  week. 

Permits  shall  be  obtained  from  the 
Board  to  work  such  overtime. 

This  clause  with  respect  to  overtime 
rate  of  pay  shall  not  apply  to : — 

(i.)  Persons  holding  positions  of 
supervision  or  management  as 
defined  in  section  4  of  the  “  Hours 
of  Work  Act.” 

Persons  making  shingle-bolts. 

Employees  engaged  exclusively 
in  the  transportation  of  men  and 
supplies. 

Persons  regularly  employed  as 
boom-men  and  boat-men. 

Emergency  fire-fighters. 

(ii.)  Employees  working  under  an  ar¬ 
rangement  with  respect  to  hours 
of  work  established  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  section  5  or  11 
of  the  “  Hours  of  Work  Act  ” 
until  the  employee  has  completed 
the  hours  so  established. 

4.  That  every  employer  shall,  at  least  as 
often  as  semi-monthly,  pay  to  his  employees 
all  wages  and  salary  due  to  them  up  to  a  day 
not  more  than  8  days  prior  to  the  date  of  pay¬ 
ment. 

5.  That  every  employer  shall  post  and  keep 
posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  his  establish¬ 
ment,  so  that  all  employees  affected  thereby 
may  have  ready  access  to  and  see  the  same: — 

(a.)  A  copy  of  this  Order: 

(b.)  A  schedule  setting  out  the  daily  shifts 
and  intervals  free  from  duty  of  each 
occupational  group  of  his  employees. 

6.  (a.)  That  every  employer  shall  keep  in 
his  establishment  a  true  and  correct  record  in 
the  English  language  of  the  wages  paid  to  and 
the  hours  worked  each  day  by  each  of  his  em¬ 
ployees,  together  with  a  register  in  the  English 
language  of  the  names,  ages,  nationalities,  and 
residential  addresses  of  all  his  employees. 

(b.)  That  every  employer  shall,  on  demand 
of  the  Board  or  any  person  authorized  in  writ¬ 
ing  by  the  Board  or  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
Board,  produce  for  inspection  all  records  kept 
by  him  relating  to  the  wages,  hours  of  labour, 
or  conditions  of  labour  and  employment  of  any 
or  all  of  his  employees.

No.  55  (1947).

URSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Male 
Minimum  Wage  Act  ”  and  the  “  Female 
Minimum  Wage  Act,”  the  Board  of  Industrial 
Relations  hereby  orders: — 

1.  That  for  the  purposes  of  this  Order  “  box¬ 
manufacturing  industry  ”  means  all  operations 
in  establishments  operated  for  the  purpose  of 
making  wooden  boxes,  box-shooks,  barrels,  bar¬ 
rel  staves  and  heads,  kegs,  casks,  tierces,  pails, 
or  other  wooden  containers. 

2.  That  this  Order  shall  apply  to  every  em¬ 
ployer  and  to  every  male  and  female  employee 
in  the  box-manufacturing  industry,  except  em¬ 
ployees  covered  by  another  Order  of  the  Board 
specifically  defining  their  work. 

3.  That  every  employer  shall  pay  to  each  of 
his  employees  a  wage  not  less  than  the  mini¬ 
mum  wage  prescribed  for  such  employees  in 
clause  (a),  ( b )  or  (c)  of  this  section. 

(a.)  50  cents  per  hour,  except  to  employees 
specified  in  clause  ( b )  or  (c)  of  this 
section:  Provided  when  (but  not  until) 
an  employer  has  paid  80  per  cent,  of 
his  employees  in  the  box-manufactur¬ 
ing  industry  at  a  rate  of  not  less  than 
50  cents  per  hour,  he  may  then  pay 
the  other  or  others  of  his  employees 
(inclusive  of  employees  in  respect  of 
whom  a  permit  has  been  obtained  un¬ 
der  section  6  of  the  “  Male  Minimum 
Wage  Act  ”  or  section  5  of  the  “  Fe¬ 
male  Minimum  Wage  Act  ”)  at  a  lesser 
rate  or  rates,  but  in  no  case  shall  such 
lesser  rate  or  rates  be  less  than  40 
cents  per  hour. 

( b .)  Employees  classified  under  section  6  of 
the  “  Male  Minimum  Wage  Act  ”  and 
section  5  of  the  “  Female  Minimum 
Wage  Act,”  for  whose  employment  per¬ 
mits  in  writing  are  issued  by  the 
Board : — 

The  wage  or  rate  of  pay  prescribed 
in  the  permit.

Manufacturing  Industry.

Shingle  Industry. 

URSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Male 
Minimum  Wage  Act  ”  and  the  “  Female

Relations  hereby  orders: — 

1.  That  for  the  purposes  of  this  Order  the

Council  of  Canada. 

2.  That  this  Order  shall  apply  to  every  em¬ 
ployer  and  to  every  male  and  female  employee 
in  the  shingle  industry,  except  employees 
covered  by  another  Order  of  the  Board  specifi¬ 
cally  defining  their  work.

(a.)  50  cents  per  hour. 

( b .)  30  cents  per  square  for  sawing  No.  1 
shingles. 

24  cents  per  square  for  sawing  shingles 
lower  in  grade  than  No.  1. 

18  cents  per  square  for  packing 
shingles. 

Provided,  however,  that  where 
shingles  are  packed  by  any  other  basis 
than  by  the  square  every  employer 
shall  pay  to  each  of  his  employees  en¬ 
gaged  in  sawing  or  packing  a  wage  on 
the  same  proportionate  basis  as  the 
rate  per  square  prescribed  by  clause 
( b )  of  this  section.

That  every  employer  shall  keep  in 
his  establishment  a  true  and  correct  record  in 
the  English  language  of  the  wages  paid  to  and 
the  hours  worked  each  day  by  each  of  his  em¬ 
ployees,  together  with  a  register  in  the  English 
language  of  the  names,  ages,  nationalities,  and 
residential  addresses  of  all  of  his  employees. 

(b.)  That  every  employer  shall,  on  demand 
of  the  Board  or  any  person  authorized  in  writ¬ 
ing  by  the  Board  or  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
Board,  produce  for  inspection  all  records  kept 
by  him  relating  to  the  wages,  hours  of  labour, 
or  conditions  of  labour  and  employment  of  any 
or  all  of  his  employees. 

7.  That  this  Order,  made  by  the  Board  at 
Vancouver,  B.C'.,  on  the  16th  day  of  January, 
1947,  and  published  in  The  British  Columbia 
Gazette  on  the  23rd  day  of  January,  1947,  shall 
take  effect  on  the  1st  day  of  February,  1947. 

8.  That  Order  No.  62  (1943)  and  Order  No. 
77  (1943)  of  the  Board,  both  dated  the  23rd 
day  of  July,  1943,  establishing  a  minimum 
wage  in  the  shingle  industry,  are  hereby  re¬ 
scinded. 

9.  That  General  Interim  Minimum  Wage 
Order  (1946),  made  on  the  25th  day  of  June, 
1946,  effective  from  the  1st  day  of  July,  1946, 
shall  not  apply  to  employers  and  employees  in 
the  shingle  industry  after  the  1st  day  of 
February,  1947.

Male  Minimum  Wage  Order  No.  50  (1947). 


Sawmill  Industry. 

URSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Male 
Minimum  Wage  Act,”  the  Board  of  In¬ 
dustrial  Relations  hereby  orders: — 

1.  That  for  the  purposes  of  this  Order  the 
expression  “  sawmill  industry  ”  means  all 
operations  in  or  incidental  to  the  carrying-on 
of  sawmills,  veneer-mills,  lath-mills,  and  (or) 
planing-mills. 

2.  That  this  Order  shall  apply  to  every  em¬ 
ployer  and  to  every  male  employee  in  the  saw¬ 
mill  industry,  except  employees  covered  by  an¬ 
other  Order  of  the  Board  specifically  defining 
their  work. 

3.  That  every  employer  shall  pay  to  each  of 
his  employees  a  wage  not  less  than  the  mini¬ 
mum  wage  prescribed  for  such  employees  in 
clause  (a),  (b) ,  or  (c)  of  this  section. 

(a.)  50  cents  per  hour,  except  to  employees 
specified  in  clause  ( b )  or  (c)  of  this 
section:  Provided  when  (but  not  until) 
an  employer  has  paid  90  per  cent,  of 
his  employees  in  the  sawmill  industry 
at  a  rate  not  less  than  50  cents  per 
hour,  he  may  then  pay  the  other  or 
others  of  his  employees  (inclusive  of 
employees  in  respect  of  whom  a  permit 
has  been  obtained  under  section  6  of 
the  “Male  Minimum  Wage  Act”)  at 
a  lesser  rate  or  rates,  but  in  no  case 
shall  such  lesser  rate  or  rates  be  less 
than  40  cents  per  hour. 

(5.)  Employees  classified  under  section  6  of 
the  “  Male  Minimum  Wage  Act  ”  for 
whose  employment  permits  in  writing 
are  issued  by  the  Board: — 

The  wage  or  rate  of  pay  prescribed 
in  the  permit. 

(c.)  Employees  working  in  excess  of  8  hours 
in  the  day  or  44  in  the  week: — 

Time  and  one-half  of  the  employee’s 
regular  rate  of  pay  for  all  hours 
worked  in  excess  of  8  in  the  day  or  44 
in  the  week. 

Permits  shall  be  obtained  from  the 
Board  to  work  such  overtime. 

This  clause  with  respect  to  overtime 
rate  of  pay  shall  not  apply  to: — 

(i.)  Persons  holding  positions  of 
supervision  or  management  as 
defined  in  section  4  of  the  “  Hours 
of  Work  Act.” 

Persons  regularly  employed  as 
boat-men. 

Emergency  fii'e-fighters. 

(ii.)  Employees  working  under  an 
arrangement  with  respect  to 
hours  of  work  established  pur¬ 
suant  to  the  provisions  of  section 
5  or  11  of  the  “  Hours  of  Woi'k 
Act  ”  or  Regulation  No.  2  made 
under  the  said  Act  until  the  em¬ 
ployee  has  completed  the  hours 
so  established. 

4.  That  every  employer  shall,  at  least  as 
often  as  semi-monthly,  pay  to  his  employees 
all  wages  and  salary  due  to  them  up  to  a  day 
not  more  than  8  days  prior  to  the  date  of  pay¬ 
ment. 

5.  That  every  employer  shall  post  and  keep 
posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  his  establish¬ 
ment,  so  that  all  employees  affected  thereby 
have  ready  access  to  and  see  the  same: — 

(a.)  A  copy  of  this  Order: 

(b.)  A  schedule  setting  out  the  daily  shifts 
and  intervals  free  from  duty  of  each 
occupational  group  of  his  employees. 

6.  (a.)  That  every  employer  shall  keep  in 
his  establishment  a  true  and  correct  record  in 
the  English  language  of  the  wages  paid  to  and 


the  hours  worked  each  day  by  each  of  his 
employees,  together  with  a  register  in  the 
English  language  of  the  names,  ages,  nationali¬ 
ties,  and  residential  addresses  of  all  of  his 
employees. 

(b.)  That  every  employer  shall,  on  demand 
of  the  Board  or  any  person  authorized  in  writ¬ 
ing  by  the  Board  or  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
Board,  produce  for  inspection  all  records  kept 
by  him  relating  to  the  wages,  hours  of  labour, 
or  conditions  of  labour  and  employment  of  any 
or  all  of  his  employees. 

7.  That  this  Order,  made  by  the  Board  at 
Vancouver,  B.C.,  on  the  16th  day  of  January, 
1947,  and  published  in  The  British  Columbia 
Gazette  on  the  23rd  day  of  January,  1947,  shall 
take  effect  on  the  1st  day  of  February,  1947. 

8.  That  Order  No.  50  (1943)  of  the  Board 
establishing  a  minimum  wage  in  the  sawmill 
industry,  dated  the  25th  day  of  June,  1943,  is 
hereby  rescinded. 

9.  That  the  General  Interim  Minimum  Wage 
Order  (1946),  made  the  25th  day  of  June, 
1946,  effective  from  the  1st  day  of  July,  1946, 
shall  not  apply  to  employers  and  employees  in 
the  sawmill  industry  after  the  1st  day  of 
February,  1947.
